One great Obſtruction to the Royal Intereſt at

72 divert the King's Arms: Whereby he was 
wn off from puſhing his Succeſs in the right 
Place, and carrying Terror into the main Body of 
the Enemy. This occaſion'd the Siege of Glou- 
ceſter; and that Incident gave a Turn to the Fate 
of Three Kingdoms. 4 
Another falſe Step was, the dilatory 7 of 
Time and Opportunity, a heedleſs Courſe of Procra- 
ſtination, as Fatal in Politicks as in Religion. That 
Maxim in Tacitus, Qui deliberant deſtiverunt, is of 
the utmoſt Conſequence in publick Buſineſs, where 
the Steps to be taken are obvious and unconteſted, 
and nothing is wanting but Activity and Execu- 
tion. Time is the Meaſure of our Characters as 
well as of our Lives; and by the right Uſe of a 
few Moments, Men grow to be Immortal. 
Perplexity and Confufion in Advice, had the 
ſame evil Conſequences as Delay. When Men, 
wanton with Succeſs, and actuated by private Views 
or Appetites, pulbd a different way from the Pa- 
triots and truly Publick-Spirited, there could be no 


3 
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Rebels, Fear and Guilt produced a ſtricter Union, 
than Zeal and Innocence among the Loyaliſts. Thus 
whilſt the State-Phygcians were divided in their 
Opinions, whether-to Cure or Cut off the diſtem- 
per'd Part, whether to uſe the Cold, the Hot, or 
the Temperate Regimen, the poor declining Body 
Politick, the Patient expired under their Hands. 

No lefs Fatal was that unhappy Temper and Cu- 
ſtom of many of the King's Party, who took 
Meaſures and Precedents for their Conduct from 


the Rebels; and thought it not unlawful to uſe | 


them as they had ſerved others, and to practiſe their 
* own Arts upon an ungenerous Enemy. Every 
one, who takes thefe Advantages, ſtands Con- 
demn'd in his own Judgment, and levels himſelf 
with thoſe whom he is moſt forward to Cenſure. 


This Piece of Management is ſtill more unjuſtifia- 
ble and more ruinous, it it extends to the Viola- 
tion of any known Laws, or to the Damage and 
Infringement of the Conſtitution. A Nation muſt 
' periſh, where One Side is Wicked and Treacherous 
by Principle, and the Other out of Spite or by Imi- 
ration. | | 

The want of Diſcipline, and a general Licenti- 
ouſneſs that ſpread over the Court and Army, ſo 
contrary to the Example and Maxims of the Royal 
"Martyr, gave a conſiderable Shock to his Intereits. 
There is {o cloſe an Analogy between Natural and 


Mora] Corruptions, that a Body Politick can no 


more outlive the Growth of Vice, than the Budy 
Natural can get over the common Date of Morta- 
lity. A Run of Hypocriſy, Cant, Fanaticiſm, and 
Villany in Diſguiſe, are a ſuperior Match for Im- 
' morality, when they come to join Battle, though 
they involve a Nation in a much deeper Guilt : 
Becauſe Intereſt is the chief End of ſuch a Habit, as 
Pleaſure is of the Other. Vice draws on an Entail 
of Tempora] Curſes; but Hypocriſy is often put 

off to the Judgment of another Life. True Pie 

is therefore the only Weapon fit to Combat — 
| , Black 
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Black Saints ; it expoſes their Deſigns in a true 


Light, and raiſes the Courage to nobler Heights, 


than Bigotry and Enthuſiaſin. 

A diſregard of the popular Virtues was another 
failure in the Politicks of that Time. They who 
would turn Ambition the right way, and afpire to 
the Hcarts of the People, which is the nobleſt and 
molt ſtable Empire, muſt condeſcend to all their 


Frailties, humour their prevailing Sentiments, lead 


them by the Cords of Gentleneſs and Forbearance, 
and court them as a Lover addreſſes to a wayward 
Miſtreſs, who is conſcious of her Power, who prides 
Her ſelf in her Fortune, and whom nothing but a 


Complaiſance, ſuperior to her Vanity, can win to 


a State of Subjection. 

There was alſo an implacable Spirit in many be- 
* the Court of King Charles, which 
plunged him deep in Misfortunes. Theſe Men 
could not forget Injuries, and paſs over Provoca- 
tions with a Paſſive Calmneſs, that ſurpaſſes the 
higheſt Efforts of Heroic Valour. They could not 
think of Reconciliation with a baſe ungenerous 
Foe ; and therefore would not ſtoop to thoſe Arts, 
Jo abſolutely neceſſary for the breaking a Faction, 
by diſſolving the Ties of Intereſt, which is the 
Nond of Iniquity, 9 a Confederacy the 
ſame Way it is form'd and drawn together. On 
the other Hand the King had many about him, 


Vho fell into the contrary Extream, and ſubmitted 


to any Condeſcentions, offer d any Terms to an in- 
ſolent Party, who knew how to abuſe ſuch Lenity 
to the beſt Advantage, the enlargement of their 


Demanqds, the gaining of Time, and the infuling 


new Jealouſies into the People. 
Inteſtine Diſſentions prov'd another Incident fatal 


to the Royal Cauſe, Men of high Birth, ſtrong 


Paſſions, and weighty Pretenſions, could not be 
brought to truckle to thoſe they diliiked or diſtru- 
ſted, in Points of Honour, or where Preferment 
Was at Stake. They were apt to ſind ſault * the 
5 0 tate 
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State of Affairs, on purpole to render themſelves. 
neceſlary, and to ſhift off the Imputation of any 
Miſcari 1age upon others: They mingled their Fa- 
mil —— with the Common Cauſe; and in- 
troduced many Fewds and Diſſentions into the 
Court and . which weaken'd the King's In- 
tereſt, leſſen'd the numbers of his Friends, and em- 
2 the Publick Affairs. So that whilſt the 
Cauſe of Anarchy and Confuſion proſper d by the 
Arts and Power of Love and Unity, that of Monar- 
our fell to Pieces by Faction and-Diſcord.” ..- 
Envy had alſo a great Share in theſe, Misfor- 
tunes. King Charles had rais d ſome Men to the 
higheſt Dignitige, upon the bare Pretence of Merit, 
of which he was a good Judge; This proved a 
Grievance; and. ſome of his Favourites, Who 
mounted per Saltum, wanted the extraordinary Gift 
1 of Patience, and could not brook to be unjuſtly 
ECTCenſur'd. Others would not meet or not agree in 
Council with thoſe they Undervalu'd or were ſea- 
lous- f: Some affected to dictate, others to oppoſe; 
and few were Diſintereſted and Impartial, Con- 
deſcending or Temperate. Whereas Wiſdom, like 
Beauty, is to be cull'd from many Heads, as one 
Feature from this Face, and another from that; 
whilſt the Rebels were held together by a due Sub- 
ornation of their Underſtandings, and the great

F. a former Paper I touch'd upon the Art of Pre- 
ferring: I ſhall now try to regulate the ſeveral 
Claims and Pretenſions of Merit, and adminiſter- 
ſome conſolatory Remedies to it, under the critical 
Circumſtances of Delay and Diſappointment. 
Merit is of two Sorts, Active and Paſſive : By 
Paſſiue Merit J mean little more than an Ability or 
Capacity to ſerve the Publick; which either cold- 
neſs of Inclination, love of Solitude, averſion to 
Parties, exceſs of Modeſty, or want of a thorough 
Knowledge of a Man's Self, and of being known 
to others, hath ſecluded from the Hurry of Aſtairs, 
and buried in Obſcurity and Retirement. Who- 
ever is Maſter of this ſort of Merit, can make out 
but a ſlender Title for himſelf to the Favours of 
the Government, under which he lives. He has 
very little reaſon to complain of having no Call; 
and the Pride of a retired Virtue, or the Pleaſure 
he may take in hoarding his Talents, and hiding 
them under Ground, ought not to betray him into 
a ſplenatick Uneaſineſs, or furniſh him with ſevere 
Reflections on the State, when he ſees not ſo de- 
ſerving a Man preferr'd before him; much leſs 
ſhould'it take him off from doing his Duty in a 

rivate Station, when he may ſhine in common 

ife, and, that way, ſerve his Country, by being 
true to its Intereſts, tho'ꝰ not acquainted with its 
Secrets. It is with the Body Politick, as with the 
Body Natural; thoſe Members which are fartheſt 
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from the Head, are not the leaſt Uſeful and Neceſ- 
{fary., Inſtead of repining, becauſe he is not in Fa- 
vour, he ſhould rather look upon himſelf as a Cri- 
minzl, and an Offender againſt the Publick, by 
neglecting to exert himſelf, when he might be ſer- 
viceable; whereby a Weight 3s ſecretly convey'd 
out of the right Scale, and a good Cauſe made 
weaker than otherwiſe it would have been. 

By Attive Merit I underſtand, nut only the Power 


and Ability to ſerve, but, the actual Exerciſe of any 


one or more Virtues, tor promoting the Good of 
one's Country, and a long and ſteady Courſe of 
real Endeavours to appear Uſeful in a Government; 
or where a Perſon, eminently qualified for Publick 


Affairs, diſtinguiſhes himſelf in ſome critjcal Jun- 


Eture, and at the Expence of his Eaſe and Fortune, 
or with the hazard of his Perſon, expoſes. himſelt 
to the Malice of a deſigning Faction, by thwarting. 


their wicked Purpoſes, and contributing to the 


Safety, Repoſe and Welfare of a People. Such a 
Character pleads the ſtrongeſt Claim to the Favours 
ot the Government; and no wiſe State will with- 
hold the Reward, becauſe the Obligations of Duty 
are valid without it. The greateſt Men in all Ages, 


- wno have been entruſted with the Care of the Pub- 


lick, owe their Honours, Fortunes, and deathleſs 
Reputation, to that Juſtice, which Mankind are na- 
turally inclined to do their high Virtues, and ſig- 
nal Services; and, in return, they ſhould imitate 
the ſame generous Temper, in doing Juſtice to 
thoſe, who come ncareſt to their own Characters, 
by any ſubordinate Virtue, and accordingly rank 
them neareſt themſelves in Station and Employ- 
ment. If they are not knowing enough to diſ- 
cover, or not grateful enough to acknowledge 
true Merit, they thereby invalidate their own Title,

courage Faction and Sedition, betray a Weakneſs 


inconſiſtent with Wiſdom, render their Integrity 


ſuſpected, and ftrike away the Props which ſupport 
their own Grandeur and Renown.

they march before us, go on chearfully in purſuing - 
the true Intereſt of our Country. | 2 
Whoever has a oy of Merit, ought to be - 
heard with Patience, whilſt he pleads it in the Lan- 
guage of Duty, and in Terms becoming a good 
Subject : But where the Candiſlate deviates into a 
Dun and Bully, and inſults his Superiors, with Ro- 
mantick Accounts of his own "Services, with falſe - 
Muſters of his Dependents, and boaſted. Repreſen- + 
tations of his Power; not without ſome Hints f 
Deſertion, or downright Menaces of Diſguſt, and a 
Refolution (in caſe of a Repulfe) to go over-to the- 
Enemy : Such a Pretender to Merit, which he has 
not, forfeits all that he had, and the Reward that 
was due to him for it. He ought to be 919 * 
mortified and diſappointed, in order to be 1 1 
with the Knowledge of himſelf : For no Falſe Ba- 
lance is ſo great an Abomination, as that Th... ---

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which a Man weighs his own Merit ; and impoſes 
himſelf as a bad Bargain upon the Public. 
A Man of true Merit ought rather to recommend 
himſelf by the Opinion and good — — 
than by his own : And indeed; without this Tefti- 
mony, any who have an Eye to the Revenue, and 
not to the Employment, or want to be In, before 
they Qualify themſelves, may be apt to miſtake 
the verieſt Trifles in the World for Merit, and to 
imagine, that haunting of Levees, and making of 
Bows, are extraordinary Services to a State, Hence 
- I have known a worthleſs Wretch urge it as a 
Matter of publick Concern and Conſequence, that 
he had followed a Noble Lord two whole Years, 
and never got any thing. But where the concur. 
rent Voice of many good Men can atteſt the Vir. 
tues, the Sufferings, or Services of an abſent Can- 
didate, this Recommendation ſurpaſſes the Rheto- 
rick of the moſt artful Addreſs, and the high Flights 
of a thouſand Humble Petitions. | 
Me muſt not mingle private Pique with true 
Merit, nor make Malice the foundation of our 
Claim, and meaſure of our Pretenſions. Suppoſe 
we could, with a reaſonable Aſſurance, point out a 
Man in publick Paſts, not ſo conſtant in his Prin- 
_ Ciples, nor ſo eminent for his Abilities and Services, 
as our ſelves ; yet this gives us no Title to his Pre- 
ferments, nor warrants our Deſigns to ſupplant 
bim: Or ſuppoſe we could prove, where the pub- 
lick Favours had been beſtow'd as an Equivalent 
for changing Sides, or as a valuable Conſideration 
to pervert. a dangerous Stateſman to Honeſty : 
Theſe Suggeſtions are a bold Venture, and may b 
W-groundee, and then our Plea becomes a Libel 
upon the Government. For the Man who is re- 
tained, as we ſuppoſe, by Bribery, may be a real 
Convert ; and He, whom in compariſon with our 
{elves we are ſo ready to undervalue, may be better 
own to others than we are, and weigh'd more 
| N ampare 
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can there be any one more unpardonable Crime, in 


impartially by the proper Judges of another's Me- 
rit, than we can be, whilit we determine in ta- 
vour of our own. So that by this way of arguing, 
we accuſe the State inſtead of recommending our 
ſelves, and loſe all the Merit of real Services, by 
making Reflections inſtead of Addreſſes, diſcloſing 
the Nakedneſs of our Political Parents. But we 
muſt not make our way to Court by juſtling every. 
Body who ſtands before us, or imagine we ſhall be 
able to add any thing to the Strength of our own. 
Title, by finding a Flaw in that of others. Nor 


the way of Inſolence, than ſor us to ente tain iuch. 
high Thoughts ot our ſelves, as to ſuppoſe that the. 
Government is defective, till we are 1 care af. 
Merit degenerates into a Nuſance ; and may be 
juſtly look'd upon as dangerous to a State, when it. 
is permitted to Carve for itſelf, and to be its own 
Paymaſter. We muſt diſtinguiſh between a Demand 
and a Petition ; muſt be. modeſt in our Expectations, 
and frugal in our Appetites. The Neceſſities of the 
Public k are to be conſider' d; and we ſhould. have 
a care how we expoſe our ſelves, by aſpiring ta 
more than is conſiſtent with the Claims of others, 
equally deſerving. and worthy. the Notice and Fa- 
vour of the Government. We ought entirely. to 
ſubmit our ſelves to the Judgment of. thoſe above 
us, tor the adjuſting our ſeyeral Pretenfions, and 
ſettling the Proportion between the Merit and the 
Reward. No ene of ever to ſmall a. Value 
and Conſequence to the Publick, need deſpair of a 
reception ſuitable to its Merits, from thoſe whole - 
Honours and high Stations are, a clear-Proof, that - 
whenever the Choice of the Crown is Free, it is 
at the ſame time equally Upright and. Unerring : - 
Nor can. we ſuppoſe, that they, who find their In-

When we have made ſure 
of one World, we ought not to forfeit our Intereſt 
in both, by attempting to make our Court aſter ſo 
awkward a manner to the moſt Contemptible of 
the Two.. There breathes not a Creature ſo de- 
Ipicable, as is that-Wretech, who Sacrifices his Prin- 
ciples to private Pique, to Revenge and Diſappoint- 
ment, . of his Fortune. Where-ever 

ark, ſhe need not brand the Guil - 
ey Head with any other. There is a wicked Bra- 
very of Sonl even among, the myſt harden'd Vil- 


lains, which difdains ſuch Cowardice and Weak- 
neſs. Virtue mult be an empty Name indeed, when

its Profeſſors ſhall be allow'd to ſet up their Votes

eformed Churches abroad, according to their. firſt 
Madel: Till a favourable Opportunity can be had 
for removing thoſe Corruptions, under which their 
beſt Profeſſors aſſure us, They have long Labourd; 
and for reſtoring them to the Perfection of Primi- 
tive Chriſtianity, and forming them into one 
Grand Alliance of Religion, or Proteſtant Union: 
A Work, ſtill wanting to render us compleatly 
Happy, and which ſeems reſerv'd for Thoſe who 
now preſide in our National Councils, as the only 
3 Inſtruments, under God, able to accom- 
iH it. - 
N The Whigs, as if the Name of. Proteſtant were 
of no further Uſe to them than as it ſerv'd for a 
| Party-Word, neglected and, diſcquntenanc'd the 
Church of England ; which, both by Reaſon and 
Experience, appear d to be the Strongeſt, and at 
one Time, the only Barrier againſt Popery.

But 
when our new La- Elders had uſurp'd the Chair, 
they ſoon-undeceiv*d their Foreign Correſpondents, 
and gave them a- quite different Account of our 
Church : They let them know, that the Detects 
they complain*d of were real Beauties, andi that our 


reſented her, ſhould apply to them for a further 
.cformation, Accordingly whatever Tracts had 
been Publiſh'd beyond Sea againſt her Doctrines 
and Worſhip, were Reprinted here, and uſher'd 
into Vogue with pompous Accounts of the Learn- 
ing and Piety. of the Authors, which every ordi- 
nary Reader, who was not prejudiced before-hand, 
could readily diſprove by peruſing the doughty Per- 
formance. The Oppugners of Eccleſiaſtical Diſci- 
pline, where-ever diſpers'd in remote Parts, and the 
Renegadoes of the ſeveral National Churches in 
Europe, were Shelter'd and Supported by their Bre- 
thren or Great Britain; whilſt the excellent Apo- 
3 for our Religion, written by thoſe of the 
Clergy, who are the Ornaments of it, were thrown 
by, to make way for the ſilly Projects of Foreign 
Profeſſors, who had their Pupils — among us, 
ready to ſwallow whatever inſipid Diet they ſet be- 
fore them. The Reformed of the North, where 
Epiſcopacy was maintain'd in any tolerable degree 
of Luſtre, were left out of the Proteſtant Liſt, and 
not only ſlighted and diſregarded, but Tradnc'd 
and Vilify d in fooliſh Libels and Pamphlets, as 
Popiſhly affected, and encouragers of Spiritual Ty- 


Model; tho” in their preſeat State Calvin himſelf 
would have diſown'd the one, and Beza been afſha- 
med of the other. Bar as they advanced every Day, 
and gained ground of Religion, even the _—_ 
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and Genevan Churches were at laſt not Corrupt 
enough for their purpoſe. The moment the D:- 
vines of Geneva appear'd in behalf of the Engliſh 
Hierarchy, they incurr'd their mortal Diſpleaſure: 
And Lymborche, Bayle, and Le Clerc, were much 


more in their Favour, than all the whole Body of 
Profeſſors within the Seven Provinces, who did not 


yet reliſh the noble Undertaking of aboliſhing 
Chriſtianity. Luther's Scheme, tor known Rea- 
ſons, was as much their Averſion as Popery ; and 


therefore they peſter'd Germany, eſpecially the 
Court of Hanover, with the Fee:thinking 2

naries, whoſe Treatment was ſuch as became fre 
Piety of that Iuſtrious Houfe : And this Diſappoint- 
ment, next to their ſecret Affection and for 
the Houſe of CH I., contributed not a little 
to that rude Indifferency, which they expreſs to- 
wards that Princely Family in the Decline of their 
Party, and which, with great Juſtice, was a lead- 
ing Symptom of their Ruin. If any. Atheiſt, Infi- 
del, or Scoffer at Religion, had deſervedly ſuffer'd 


for his Impieties any where abroad, his Hiſtory and 
Works were glean'd up with great Care, and print- 


ed here, under the higheſt Patronages. Even Bruno's 
Book, however Dull and Senſeleſs, is now got 


| looſe from the Noble Patriot's Study, who was at 


ſuch Expence to purchaſe it, publiſpd without a 
Title, and 8 by large Subſcriptions from 
the Party. Nay, they went ſo far, as to father ſpu- 
rious Hereſies upon Foreign Names, rather than 
loſe any a mg of making a Merit by cor- 
rupting Religion. Even Popery was the worſe tor 


them; and we find the Jeſuits at Paris, and their 


younger Brothers here, agreeing in the ſame Prin- 
ciples, which Alan, Saunders and Parſons, deli- 
vered down to their Succeſſors, Harrington, Milton 
and Sydney ; and of which their modern Diſciples, 
in conjunction, gave us ſuch a famous practical In- 
ſtance, when Odiſchalchi was in the Chair. For 


the Honour of our Engliſh Clergy, Heterodoxy = 
ut. 
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did not abound, and anſwer their Expectations, yet 
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but very low at home, notwithſtanding the Sup- 
port and Encouragement it met with; tho' no Can- 
didate was more favourably receiv'd, or more 3 
promis'd, than the Wretch that could diſtingui 
away his Oaths and Subſcriptions, or who had ſome 
modiſh Scruples relating to the Doctrines and Diſ- 
cipline of the Church, or ſome Particularities and 
Nofirams in Divinity. The general and more vul- 
1 Recommendation, was to rail at the reſt of the 
rder, or at leaſt to give in to a miſtaken Modera- 
tion, à Spiritual Indolence and Lukewarmneſs, 
which might oblige the Owners, when in poſſeſ-- 
fion, to fit tamely down, and leave the Rights of. 
the Church to be inſulted and trod under Foot, by 
their enterprizing Patrons. But amidſt this glo- 
rious Proſpect of a flouriſhing Ir6n Age, and the 
coming of the Kingdom of Antichriſt, when, to 
their Mortification, domeſtick Hereſy and Infidelity 


they were not diſheartned ; but look d out for all 
the great Genii beyond Sea, who had diſtinguiſh'd 
themſelves by oppoling Church-Diſcipline and 
Creed-making, and reach'd out their Arms to all 
thoſe, who had been ſpew?d out of every Church 
that call'd it ſelf Proteſtant. Their General Natu- 
ralization had open'd a wide Door for theſe uncon- 
verted Gentiles; and in a little time, the Deluge 
muſt have over- run us. Some Hints of this Project 
may be ſeen in Lock's Letters; and, as if Great 
Britain had wanted Men of Learning ſufficient for 
a Library. Keeper, that of St. James's, immediately 
belonging to Her Majeſty, was to have been put 
into the Hands of Monſicur Le Clerc, who, next to 
Bayle, was the moſt approv d Sceptick and Infidcl in 
all Europe.

2 Stain upon the Treaty of Ryſwick; and 
thoſe of France, who had been Condemn'd or Im- 
priſon'd for the True Proteſtant Faith, are, by Her 
Majeſty's Great Goodneſs, Piety and auſpicious In- 
fluence, releaſed from the Miſeries they labour'd 
under, and taken out of the Croud of Common 
Rogues and Galley-Slaves, with whom the Whigs, 
in. their Legendary Accounts, had moſt unmerci- 
fully blended them. After curing Two ſuch De- 
ſperate Evils, One of which the Whigs occaſion'd 
by their Miſmanagement, and wholly overlook'd 
the Other; what will become of their horrid In- 
ſults, and unmannerly Clamours againſt Her Ma- 
Jeſty and the Preſent Adminiſtration ?

the Excellent Author of CAT O, who has convinc'd 


Dying; but the Sroicks allow'd of it, upon a Prin- 
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Art : For the farther it deviates from its proper 
End, the more it loſes of its Nature. But the belt 
Reformation of the Stage is Example, and ought 
to begin among thoſe, whoſe Genius and great 
Names are able to bear them up againſt degenerate 
Cuſtom, and ſet them at the Head of a Faſhion, 
which may be ſo much to the Advantage of Vir- 
tue. For this Reaſon I cannot enough commend 


us, in ſo happy a Manner, that the Affections may 
be moved, and the Paſſions actuated, by a Diſtreſs 
ariſing from a Principle of Honour, as well as Love. 
Such an Example, ſo deſervedly crown'd with Suc- 
ceſs, will, I hope, engage others to join in the At- 
tempt · of reſtoring the Stage to its ancient Uſe, and 
firing our Youth with high Sentiments of Virtue, 
and a generous Paſſion for their Country. | 

Wharever hath been {aid to prove, Thar a Dra- 
matick Poet is reſtrain'd to Perſons of a middle 
Character, neither perfectly Virtuous, nor Vicious 
to an Extremity, appears to have had no more 
Weight with the Author of Cato, than with Mon- 
ſieur Corneille. For the Engliſh Cato is repreſented 
more ſtrictly Virtuous, and, if poſſible, of a more 
Godlike Nature than the Ronan. All the Under- 
parts conſpire to extol him. Even the Love-Scenes 
are made conducive to his Glory; and he is ſet 
above Cæſar, ahove Fate, above Jupiter, nay above 
Rome and Liberty it elf, as if the Cauſe were of 
leſs regard than the Hero. But the worſt, or rather 
only bad Action of his Life, is the Laſt. Here the 
Hiſtorian muſt juſtify the Poet, for making a Self- 
murther, infamous in it {elf, and done in violation 
of the Law of Nature and Pagan Morality, the 
Cataſtrophe of a Character, otherwiſe perfect, and 
raiſed to the higheſt Dignity of human Nature. I 
know not whether Cato might not have kill'd him - 
ſelf with a better Grace, as a Stoick, than as a Pla- 
ronick : For Plato poſitively condemns this way of 
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eiple of abſolute Freedom, which is moſt conſiſtent 
with Cato's Character; who, as Rabin obſerves, 
Was a Stoick by Conſtitution, and expired with an 
obſtinate Reſolution becoming that Sect, that his 
Lite and Death might be conſiſtent, and the Unity 
of Decorum kept up in his Hiſtory. On the ocher 
hand, Srozciſm was à Corruption of the Roman 
Morals, and came in with the Eaſtern Faſhions, af. 
ter the Expedition into Macedonia. Hence Virgil, 
Cicero, Macrovirs, and others of the purer Age, 
condemn'd this fort of Death, as highly. Criminai, 
an act of Cowardice, contrary to true Liberty, and 
Offenſive to the Gods: But Tacitus, Paterculus, Se- 
neca, Lucan, and Valertus Marimus maintain dd the 
cont:ary ; and the later Romans, who had imbib d 
the pernicious Principle from Greece, found great 
Faſe by i- under the dreadtul Proſcriptions and 
 Maſlacres of Marius, Sylla and Cirma. Perhaps the 
Horror of a Soical Death, ſuch as Cato's appears to 
be in Hiſtory, who is ſaid to have torn out his own 
Bowels in a Frantick manner, after he had given. 
the fatal Stab, might have been too ſhocking upon 
the * ſo Stage, even to have borne a Rehearſal: 
And therefore the Poet choſe rather to let him 
expire upon a proſpect of Immortality, however 
dark and doubtful, and diveſted him, in his lait 
Moments, of that ſavage unrelenting Temper, which 
he appears in upon the ſight of his Son's Body. 
Plut arch on theſe Occaſions, as at the Death ot his 
Brother Cæpio, repreſents him full of Grief, and 
liable to Tears: But when his own Death ap- 
proach'd, he is now no longer Stubborn and In- 
flexible, but expreſſes the utmoſt Difadence and 
VUacertainty. |

But theſe - 
and other Nicetiès, ſuch as the Character of Juba, 
directly «oppoſte to what he has in Hiſtory, the 
Simplicity of the Plot, the Facility of the Incidents, 
and the judicious Deſign of Under-writing the: - 
Love-Parts, are leſſer Lights made to ſct off the. 
greater, thoſe fine Neſcriptions ot the Paſſions of 
a-Publick Spirit, its Emotions, Reſentments, and 
Searches after Glory, thoſe exalted Principles ot 
Roman Honour, thole juſt and glowing Images of 
Liberty, Virtue, Truth, Vaiour, and all the Excel- 
lences that human Nature can :difpay; when it:

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I was ſo well pleaſed with Cato, that I had no 
Thoughts of mentioning him in the Language of 
a Critick : But I would be underſtood to commend 
with a little Judgment ; and my Aim is to prevent 
the Folly ot one or two Dablers, who may perhaps 
miſtake a Flatus of Party tor Genius, and expoſe 
themſelves by Attacking, what it would be more 
for their Advantage to Study, than Cenſure. They 
may think they are provok'd to it, by the Inſo- 
lence of the Whigs, who tried to make this a Par- 

' ty-Play : But their Clamours and Impertinence de- 
 ferve no other Notice, on this occaſion, than Con- 
tempt and gen-rous Indignation, What a Mistor- 
tune is it for a Gentleman of Wit and Virtue to be 
ſuſpected of favouring their Side, with whom Senſe 
is ot no more Value than Honeſty, unleſs they. can 
Corrupt it ! Had not a Majority of better Judges 
ſtept to his Relief, Cato had been damn'd by, the 
infamous Applauſes of a Faction, and inſtead of 
keeping his Ground by his own intrinſick Merit, 


bad ſubſiſted upon their infectious Breath, which. 


has tainted every Thing. The Character and de- 
clar'd Opinion of the Author, with the Judgment 
ot his many happy Friends of both Parties, were of 
no Weight with them: But they reſolved to make 
Cato a Whig ; as if they intended to crown his 
Death with a greater Grace of Poetick Juſtice. This 
Indignity rouz/d ſo many. Publick Spirits, and call'd 
them to the aſſiſtance of Cato: They perfectly under- 
ſtand the Arts they mean to encourage; and at once 
 redeem'd him out of chew Hands, who. after being 
routed upon every other Stage, muſt nor be allow d 

to Shine any where but at a Farce. 
Could a Man, at ſuch a time, be ſuppoſed capable 
of admitting any Diverſion from the Actors in the 
Pit and Boxes, the Piſtreſs of Cato had been mer- 
rily temper'd with an Interlude, which part of the 
Audience were pleaſed to entertain us with, the firſt 
Night. A croud of filly People, Creatures, who 
. wear the Ornaments of the Head altogether — 
ES ut- 
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the Playhouſe, and with what a modeſt decent Gra- 


nate's Juſtice; cannot, without anegregious Banter, 
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out- ſide, were drawn up under the Leading of the al 
Renown'd Ironſide, and appointed to Clap at his Hy 
Signals. I will not fappolh them quite ſo Stupid 5 
and Senſeleſs, but Cato, and a little Attention, might 
have warm'd them, without the Word of Com- 
mand. The Spcctator never appear'd in Publick 13 
with a worſe Grace. I remember Mr. Bickerſtaff at Bl 


vity he behav'd himſelf: Hence he was ſo well 
ſupported in his Decline, and ſo heartily pitied-at 
his Death.

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For what now are all their Detences and Apologies, 
bur the very Reverſe of good Senſe and decent. 
Language; Collections of Abſurdities and Trifles, 
exactly Tallied to their Cauſe? They do not con- 
ſider, That whoever would maintain a Paradox, 
ought to be witty above the common Run; and 
that an extraordinary Genius only ſhould undertake 
to write Encomiums upon Aſſes, or deelaim in Praiſe: 
of Folly or ot Nero. Among their other Enter- 
prizes of this kind, they never appear ſo Weakand 
Ridiculous, as when they diſturb the Mares of the 
great Immortal Dead, among the old Greeks and 
Romans, and call them up to tit for their Pictures to 
ſome modern Dawber, who claps them on a Full- 
bottom Wig, arrays them in Buſt, ties a Lac'd 
Cravat round their Necks, equips them with a 
White Staff or a Truncheon, and then calls them 
His Grace, His Excellency, or the Moſt Noble ;: 
and delivers them to Vertue or Cooper, to be copied 
in Metzo Tinto. There is a Great Man now abroad, 
call him Exile, Traveller, Knight Errant,'a Prince 
who has loſt his Way, and is wander'd from his: 
Company, or what you pleaſe ; I ſhall treat him with. 
Candor, as being in a worſe Condition, than if he 
were Dead. This Noble Warrior has made prodi-- 
gious Waſte in antient Hiſtory, and among the 
Claſſicks. Several group Men of former Ages have. 
ioft by him, and ſuffer d as much upon his account 
in their Reputations, as any of the Moderns in their 
Lives and Fortunes. The Lovers of Antiquity were 
alarm'd at theſe ſtrange Transformations, and pro- 
teſted, that moſt of their old Heroes were ſo alter'd, 
they did not know them. Others exclaim'd loudly: 
azainſt ſuch Claſſical Innovations, and ſaid it was as. 
ice a Point to determine whether the General 
were Greek or Roman, as whether he were Britiſh. 
or German : For an Il}-placed Panegyrick naturally 
calls forth the Juſtice of Satire. But Greece and 
Rome were not the only Sufferers on this Occaſion. 
The Party had their Spiritual as well. as Temporal, 
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Compariſons. Tipon Thanksgiving-Days he wy 
call oſhua, Baruc, or Judas Maccabens, The 
Prophane Writers made him like Alexander, Cæſar, 
Sejanus (whom they miſtook tor ſome Great Gene. 
ral, becauſe they tound his Name under Cromwell; 
Picture) and Scipio. But their laſt and molt happy 
Diſcovery was the Character of Cato, which is now 
given our as his exact Image and Reſemblance; for 

tear they ſhould be reduced to the ſtale Compli- 
ment of declaring him like no Body that ever was 
betore him. What great Change His Grace hath 


| lately undergone, in order to qualifie himſelf for 


aſſuming the Perſon ot Cato, when but juſt before 
he was ſo very much like Ceſar, I know not. It is 


certain, there never were two Characters in the 


World ſo directly oppoſite and irreconeileable: Nut 
the Whigs, who have ſo often put White for Black, 
and Darkneſs for Light. are not accountable for 
naiting them in one and the ſame Perſon. How- 
ever, that they, may not be deprived of both their

Julius Ceſar was Maſter of an epterprizing Ge. 
nius, Which he turn'd chiefly. towards War, where 


Fortune ſeconded him in a remarkable Manner. 


All the Hiſtorians/ agree, that he had form'd his 
ambitious Deſigns very early; though I will nor 


refine ſo far, as to think he promiſed himſelf what 


he all along aſpir'd to, the abſolute Government of 
the whole Empire; to which the Factious and Cot- 


rupt State of Rome, favouring his indefatigable En- 


deavours, afterwards rais'd him. In the Paths of 


Ambition, where they part from thoſe of Virtue, 


there are Veſtigia nulla retrorſum: A Man is drawn 


on inſenſibly, and muſt preſs forward or fall down 


2 Precipice. He was ſo ſteady in purſuing his Point, 


that he laid Himſelf all out in that one Underta- 


— A Even his Amours were proftituted to his 


ion. He.confidered Friendſhip only as an 


Under- 
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Underprop to Power, the Scaffolding of that mighty 
Aſcent he was about to Climb. When he was up, he 
kick'd away the uſeleſs Logs that would no longer 
ſupport him, and knew no Gratitude, where Treachery 

could do him better Service in its ſtead. In a free 
Government, like that of Rome, there is no arriving 
at Tyranny but by Popular Arts, which Cæſar pra- 

ctisd with good Succeſs, The Power of the Peo- 
ple to dictate to the Senate was openly Aſſerted and 
Encouraged : They were brought down, modeſtly: 
to adviſe their Repreſentatives, to Paſs ſome whole- 
ſome Laws that related only to the making of Free- 
holders, by a new diſtribution of Lands and Corn: 
Liberty and Property are two venerable Names in- 
deed, when taken in the right Senſe, but often 
abuſed to ſerve the vileſt Deſigns. Liberty, the 
nobleſt Poſſeſſion of Mankind, differs as much from 

Licentiouſneſs, as Hypocriſy does from Religion. 


It is not an Exemption from Law, but a Certainty” 


of. Law: And any People, who are govern'd by 
certain Laws, agreed on in Common, and prefarihte- 
ing the Bounds of every civi Action, not capable of 
being alter'd or repeal'd by the over-ruling Dictates 
of One or more Men, are truly Free, not from thoſe 
Laws, but by them. Cæſar knew how th make his 
Advantage of the Abuſed, Falſe Liberty, in order 
to overturn the True. His Followers and Agents 
had this Name perpetually in their Mouths. Who- 
ever oppoſed him in the Senate or Forum, was repre» 
ſented to the People as an Enemy to their Liberties, 
and treated accordingly ; Menac'd, Inſulted, Mob'd, 
Proſerib'd, and Impriſon'd. He gave up all his 
Paſſions, and ſacriſic d his. moſt inveterate Reſent- 
ments, to Ambition: Of this we have an Inſtance 
in Clodius, who bad attempted to diſhonour him 
with his Wife, and yet he was eaſily reconciled to 
the Adulterer, and made him his Friend, becauſe he 
found him a fit Tool for his Purpoſe. The Succeſs 
of his Arms in Gaul eſtabliſhed his Credit with 
the unthinking Populace, and enabled him to pur- 
: us

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ſur his ambitious Deſigns. Rome was now fill 


with Parties, and no Liberality was ſpar'd at Ele- 


tions: A Crime, which their honeſt Anceſtors 
had branded as infamous and deſtructive of the State. 
The Senate was fill'd and ſurrounded with Soldiers, 


aw'd and purg'd at Pleaſure by the Creatures of 


Ceſar ; who were taught to Harangue upon his 
Martial tchievements, which had carried the Glory 
of the Roman Arms farther than any General be- 
fore him, to demand new Supplies, and inſiſt on the 


continuation of his Government of the Two Gauls 


for five Years longer. Inſtead of ſubmitting to ask 
the Conſulſhip, one of his Captains, laying his 
Hand on his Sword, told the Senate, If they would 
not, That ſhould give it him. He was impatient 
of any Rival or Competitor : -Pompey, who had for 
ſome time been his Friend, foon left him; and then 


his Minions cried out, That Pompey was the dan- 


rous Man, the Enemy to Rome; and what Ceſar 
d, was only to prevent his ſecret Deſigns upon 
the Liberties of the People. Rome was now under 
the worſt fort of Dominion, an abſolute Stratocra- 
cy, the Tyranny of a domineering Army grafted 


upon a Faction. Ceſar had made the Roman Le- 


gions revolt to himſelf. He filled the higheſt Poſts 
with his own Creatures, and recruited the Troops 
with Renegado's, and Wretches of deſperate For- 
tunes, collected out of the ſeveral Countries where 
he marched his Army. He had debauched the old 
Allies of the Romans, and drew the Provinces into 
his Intereſt, The iſtracy of the City was gar- 
bel'd and moddel'd to his Wiſhes : To the Title of 
Dictator he added the Epithet of Perpetual, and 
foon afterwards dar'd to declare himſelf Emperor. 
After the Battles of Pharſalia and Thapſus, he made 
an entire Seizure of the Liberties of Rome, and abo- 
liſh'd both Conſuls, Senate and Tribunes, or rather 
reduc'd them to empty Names, and united them all 
in himſelf. Property was then no more: For he 
began with the Funds, which he took into _ 
255 eſſion; 
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n 


- 


ſeſſſon; contrary to the Advice of his Friend Me- 
rellus. He was indeed by Nature, not Covetous; 
but Wantonneſs of Power ſoon made him as ready 
to Take, as before he had been to Give. Liberty ' 
vaniſh'd at the ſame time: The active Genius of 
Rime was tamed and broken, and her Freeborn Ci- 
tizens became Slaves to his Uſurp'd Power, and 
Worſhippers of his imaginary Godhead. 4 
This is that Ceſar, whoſe Picture the Whigs ſo 
much admire, and of which they pretend to fhew 
us the Copy. But even this Ceſar muſt have no 
Wrong done him. He had many great and ſhining 
Virtues, which his younger Brother is a ſtranger to. 


He was Generous, Liberal and Magnificent, to a 


high Degree, a Maſter of Eloquence, and furniſhed' 
with all the Learning of Greece and Rome. His: 
perſonal Courage was never queſtion d; and by his 
Conduct and Valour, he reduced great Countries to 
the Dominion of Roe, enrich*d her out of Foreign 
Nations, and Conquer*d wholly for her ſake. Here 
the Junior Ceſar degenerates, and inſtead of imita- 

ting the Great Fulius, rather reſembles Ceſar Bor- 


gia, who miſcarried by aiming at All the Defigns- 


— Julius, with but Half his Character and Abili- 
geg a 


Let us now ſet in Oppoſition to this Warrior the . 


Character of Caro, a Man of rigid Virtue, ſevere” 


in his own Life and Morals, bur — goods 
natur'd in his Opinion and Treatment of others. 
He has no Vice or Imperfe tion laid to his Charge, 
unleſs we admit as ſuch, thoſe falſe Conſtructions 
which his Enemies put upon his beſt Actions. Thus 
his Hoſpitality and Improvement of Table-Conver- 
ſation were, by the infamous Memmius, call'd Luxu- 

and Drun kenneſs; whom Cicero anſwers with 
that Contempt, Which ſuch Scurrilities deſerve. 


He was a great Philoſopher, and throughly acquain= 


ted with, as well as firmly devoted to, the Religi- 
on of his Country; for which he was thought wor- 
thy to be the Prieſt of Apollo. No Man was ever

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more indefatigable in his Searches after Truth, or 25 
more tenacious of his Aſſent to it. His Knowledge cor 
was Univerſal, but his Genius chiefly turn'd to Ci- try 
vil Affairs. He perfectly underſtood the Laws and ane 
Conſtitutions of his Country, and laid out all his inc 
Studies, Labours and Paſhons, in that Service. He ſto 
ſpar*d no Coſt or Pains to make the beſt Enquiries (30 
into whatever Buſineſs he undertook, and when. Op! 
once he reſolv'd, was reſtleſs and aſſiduous till he 0 
had accompliſhed it. In his Vouth, he gave De- ke: 
monſtratiouns of an Underſtanding, Integrity and the 


Courage, equal to the Matureſt. In the Senate, he an 
was heard with Applauſe and Deference : He of 
| aften turn'd the Scale in a Debate, with his ſingle hei 
Weight; and when tlie Tide of Faction ran ſtrong- wi 
eſt, could boldly ſtem it, and inſenſibly turn it his Sta 
vwW-n Way.

try. He otten and ſeriouſly bewail'd the Diviſions 
and Civil Diſcontents which reign'd in Rome, and 
inceſſantly toil'd to Heal them. When an ill Cu- 
ſtom, a popular Corruption, or an Innovation in 
Government was like to prevail, he would fing] 

oppoſe it, at the Hazard of his Life. No Intreaties 
of his Friends, or Senſe of his own Danger, could 
keep him back from the Senate or Forum, and 
there loudly declaiming againſt Bribery, Oppreſſion, 
and the Growth of Ceſar's Power, even in the midit 
of his Faction, and when their Fury was at the 
height. He otten warn'd Pompey of his Friendſhip 
wi h that . Man. Where the Cauſe was at 
Stake, he appear d Immoveable and Intrepid. He- 
race dared to ſay of him, even in the Reign of the 
Second Cefar ; |

He Reform'd the Roman Law to a very = De- 
e 


gree, and deſended the Prieſts and the Veſtal Vir- 
gins againſt the Accuſations of the Impudent Ora- 
tor cloaius. Seneca ſets him upon a Level with 
Socrates, the great Ornament of Greece, and of the 
whole Pagan World. He labour'd heartily for 
Peace, and oppos'd the extravagant Ambition of 
the Roman Arms. He ſaw that many of their Wars 
were undertaken only for the ſake of Cæſar, and 
foretold, that their Conqueſts would, in time, prove 
their Ruin. He took particular Care of the Trade 
and Revenue of Rome: Witneſs his Conduct in Cy- 


na Thang he is ſaid to have brought moreWealth 


ome, than ſome Generals did from all their Con- 
queſts. Plutarch ſpends ſeveral Pages in reciting 
his ad mirable Conduct in the Treaſury, when he 
was Quzſtor : How he Purg'd the 'Under-Officers, 
and purſued Bribery and Corruption, with the ut- 


moſt Rigour and Severity. As he took care, that 
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the State ſhould ſuffer no Wrong, he was equally 


ſollicitous that it ſhould Do none: Hence he be-

There was another Foible in the Natural Gening 
of our People, which if they could hinder its bein 
cCorrected by the Political Genius, they knew woull 
turn to Account. They therefore encouraged the 
too eaſy Diſpoſitions of the Vulgar to Fickleneſs 
and Inconſtancy ; and inftead of ſuffering their 
good Principles and Love of the Conſtitution to 
get the better of it, they endeavour'd to reconcile 
it to their Conſciences, and to work it up into a 
Syſtem of Government. They taught, contrary to 
all the Dictares of Reaſon and Religion ſince Adam, 
that Changes in Government were in themſelves a 
Bleſſing, and that Alterations and Revolutions in a 
State, were the firſt Principles of Law and Policy: 
And by theſe means they would have perſuaded 
their * — Subjects, that the Founder of our 
Church and Monarchy came from Holland, that we 
had neither Law nor Goſpel till within theſe Twenty 
Years, and that all our Anceſtors hetore 1629, were 
Picks and Barbarians. ; 

In ſhort, their Reign was one continued Force 
and Deluſion upon the Genius of Britain. When 
ſhe look'd about her for her Wits, and took upon 
her to make uſe of her Senſes, ſhe was borne down 
violently, ſuſpected of Frenzy, kept in the dark, 
blooded and fetter'd, for daring to be Sober, 
They fill'd us with Fears and Jealouſies, kept us 
Waking with Apprehenſion, and diſorder'd for 
Want of Reſt. They run us out of all, for the 
Jake of ſaving the Remainder, and bound us down 
with Foreign Teathers, when we began to be re- 
ſt ive and uneaſie. They fed us with Promiſesthey 
never intended to keep, and with the profeet ot 
; | | Bleſſings 
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Bleſſings they every Day put further out of our 
Sight. We became very miſerable, tor fear of be- 

ing utterly undone. The Law and Conſtitution 

were alter d and detac'd fo, that we might no lon- 

ger love and admire them. Inſtead of a zealous 

Concern tor our Religion, and a warm Affection 

for the Church, we were taught, that this part 

of our publick Character, which had been the 

Glory of our Anceſtors, was the Crime and Ble- 

miſh of their Poſterity; and that Lukewarmneſs, 

and a Spirit of Latitude and Comprehenſion, 
would better become us: As it Charity for Here- 
ticks and Schiſmaticks were a ſufficient Reaſon to 

make us Partakers in their Guilt. After many 
other Attempts to corrupt the Britiſh Genius, 

when they imagin'd all things conſpired to war- 
rant Succeſs, they began with an open Attack up- 

on the Church. This Blow was aim'd at the Vi- 
tals; and contrary to their Expectations, the good 
old Spirit of the People reviv'd, and in a happy 
Juncture ſhook off irs Chains; diffipated the thick 

Darkneſs, diſſolved the Charm, and left the ad- 
venturous Enchanters defeated, and abandon- 
ed to all the Agonies of Deſpair and Diſappoint- 
ment. 

After this truly Glorious Revolution, the Britiſh 
Genius began to re- aſſume her Primitive Energy 
and Luſtre; and the Miniſtry found the Wiſhes and 
Expectations of the People keep cven Pace wich 
them in all the Steps they took towards the Retor- 
mation and Security of the State. They loudly ex- 
preſs'd their Satisfaction for the Accompliſhment 
of thoſe wife Meaſures, which Faction it felf mutt 
admire, ſince the Difficulties it had laid in their 
way, were by the Leaders declared unſurmountable.

Eradicate thoſe Stains and Corruptions, which, by 
a courſe of Miſmanagement, the Publick had con- 
tracted in their Hands. The Acceſſes and Avenues 
to the Favours of the Court were never more open 
and unguarded, Popular Elections never more tree 
and undiſturb'd, the Voice of the Nation never 
Jeſs ſtain'd or aw'd, and the Judgment of Par- 
liament never ſo unforc'd and impartial. The 
Preſs has been but too open: The Heads of the 
Faction, under a tacit Amneſty, have been ſ{uffer'd. 
uo try their Power; and their Dregs and Reliques 
are leit behind unpurg'd and unmoleſted, at the.
